TAX DISPUTE MAY LEAD WAY TO BUDGET CURE 
Out of all the squabbling about the “ soak the rich 
tax 
projected 
for 
cong ressional 
consideration, 
there 
should at least come forth an ex cellent educational 
p r o ­ 
gram on the g eneral subject of g overnment finances. 
On the one hand we have Michig an's Senator Van- 
denberg declaring that the prog ram as the president has 
outlined it is “ inadequate, incomplete, and pathetically 


superficial." 
It is his idea that Congress should take a few months 
off to think things over and then come hark with a pi an 
that would not only boost the tax es on the very wealthy , 
hut would increase the taking s from citizens of more 
modest means. 
On the other hand, we 
have the well-to-do 
Mr. 
Charles 11 Sabin, J r., appearing as the mouthpiece for a 
g roup of wealthy men who feel that the administration 
should simultaneously reduce income tax es and balance 
the budg et; and 
before any one can remark 
that 
this 
would be a good trick if y ou could do it, they hasten to 
-suggest an all-inclusive federal sale» tax . 
J ust what will eventually be done with the program 
subjected as it will be to strong pressures from diamet­ 
rically opposite directions, is something for the seventh 
son of a seventh son to worry about. But it should at least 
set people thinking about some of the fundamentals of 
g overnment finance problems. 
To begin, we mig ht reach the point of understanding 
that in any scheme of tax reform we can’t have it both 
way s. 
A reduction of income tax es would he a blessing, 
and so would a completely balanced federal budg et; but 
*ome of our publicists and statesmen have been ag itating 
for both thing s at. the same time, and this educational 
program might convince them that this just 
naturally 
'an’t he done. 
Bey ond that, however, the discussion should focus 
attention on the fact that one of the g reatest needs of 
'he 
hour 
is 
the 
restoration 
of 
order to g overnment 
J nances. 
A budget which g oes unbalanced for a y ear or two, 
in a country as potentially rich as the United States, need 
not worry any one. 
A budget which is permitted to stay 
unbalanced lor y ear after y ear, while high officials evade 
the subject of tax revision by rely ing h o p e f u ll y on a bu s i ­ 
ness revival, 
is about as ominous a portent as 
a g o ve r n ­ 
ment can face. 
We seem at last to he coming to grips with this pro­ 
blem, 
If the coming row over the advisability or other­ 
wise of soaking the rich arouses us to the importance of 
a balanced budg et, it will tie one of the most useful de­ 
velopments of the y ear.
